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LONDON  INSTITUTION. 


AFTER  an  interval  of  Twenty-two  years  since  the  first  appear- 
ance of  the  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  this  fistablUhment^ — 
it  is  now  re-prodiiced  to  the  Proprietors  with  very  considerable 
improrementSy  and  increased  to  almost  doable  its  original 

extent.  The  London  Institution  itself,  has  been  now  Thirty 
years  established;  in  which  time  many  of  its  earliest  supporters 
have  deceased,  and  the  circumstances  attending  its  foundation 
are,  perhapSi  not  very  generally  or  accurately  known  to  their 
successors.  Some  account^  therefore,  of  the  rise  and  history  of 
the  Library  recorded  in  the  following  pages,  appears  to  be  a 
desirable  and  an  appropriate  introduction  to  the  present  volumes ; 
not  less  as  an  honourable  commemoration  of  the  inuritorious 
efforts  of  its  oric^iual  founders  and  constant  ssuppurters ; — tliau 
as  a  short  statement  for  the  information  of  those  who  have  suc- 
ceeded them,  and  of  others  who  may  be  also  interested  in  the 
subject.  In  concisely  treating  of  these  particulars,  they  will 
be  most  clearly  and  conveniently  related,  under  the  separate 
£vidons  of  an  account  of  the  Origin  and  Progress  of  the 
London  Institution,  in  the  different  premises  in  which  it  has 
been  seated:  a  Bibliographical  notice  of  the  Library  belonging 
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to  it:  and  a  sketch  of  its  Scientific  History,  and  of  the  yarions 
Courses  of  Lectures  which  hare  been  deUyered  in  its  Theatre.^ 
Some  remarks,  illnstrative  of  the  advanta^  of  a  classed 

Cataluguc  like  the  present^  will  then  conclude  this  Introduction. 

1.  ORIGIN  AND  PROGRESS  OF  THE  LONDON  INSTITUTION. 

Like  many  others  of  the  most  successfiil  and  excellent 
establishments  of  the  Metropolis,  that  of  the  London  Institu- 
tion originated  in  the  meritorious  and  energetic  efforts  of 
several  of  the  principal  Merchants  and  Bankers  of  the  City. 
Their  first  Public  Meeting*  took  place  on  Thursday,  May  23rd, 
1805,  at  the  London  Tavern,  when  Sir  Francis  Barings  Bart, 
and  M .  P.,  was  placed  in  the  chair,  and  the  design  of  the  proposed 
Institution  was  explained  to  the  assembly  by  George  Hibbert, 
Esq.  in  an  excellent  address :  after  which  the  following  Reso- 
lutions were  unanimously  adopted. 

"I.  That  is  expedient  to  estabUsh  an  Institution  npon  a  liberal  and 
extensive  scale,  in  some  central  gitiiatioji  of  the  City  of  London,  the  object

**  3.  That  the  intereit  of  the  Proprietors  shall  be  equal,  peraenent,  trans, 
ferable,  and  hereditary;  and  shall  extend  to  the  absolnte  property  of  the 
whole  Establishment :  they  shall  be  also  entitled  to  eooh  extraordinary  privi< 
leges  as  may  be  consistent  with  general  convenience,  and  upon  them  ehell 
devolve  the  exclusive  right  to  the  Management  of  the  Institution. 

4.  That  the  Life  and  Annual  Subscriberi  BhaU  have  the  game  me  of, 
and  acoeu  to,  the  la^tutioo,  a*  the  Proprietors. 

**  5,  That  the  qnalifieation  of  a  Proprietor  be  fixed  for  the  preeeat  at 
Seventy-five  Guineas.

The  Chairman  having  leH  the  Chair, 

Resolved  Unanimously  :  That  the  Thanl^s  (  f  tins  Meeting  be  given  to  Sir 
Francis  Baring,  Bart,  for  taking  the  Chair,  and  lui  ihe  ability  and  nnpar- 
tiality  with  wbicb  be  has  conducted  the  busiuess  of  this  day." 

The  close  of  tbis  Meeting  eyinced  the  very  great  interest  and 
aTidity  witli  which  the  proposal  was  received,  of  e«itablishiug  a 
Literary  Institution  for  the  City;  since  the  precedinc^  Resolu- 
tions were  not  only  most  cordially  adopted^  but^the  subscription 
being  immediately  opened,  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
many  of  those  who  were  present  could  approach  the  table  to 
enter  their  names.  Another  paragraph  was  therefore  added 
to  the  above  fyfficlal  advertisement,  stating  that  *'  the  Subscrip- 
tions having  proceeded  with  unexanijiled  rapiditr,  a  General 
Meetinsf  of  the  Proprietors  would  be  held  on  Tuesday  next 
(May  28th)y  at  the  London  Tavern,  when  the  Chair  would  be 
taken  at  one  o'clock  precisely."   In  the  very  short  previous  ia- 
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terral,  the  subscriptions  increased  to  nearly  £50fi00i  and  the 
Report  read  to  the  meeting  by  Mr.  Hibbert  stated,  that  upwards 
of  650  persons  had  already  set  down  their  names  at  7^  guineas 

each,  in  additiou  to  the  Life-subscribers.  A  proposal  was  then 
made  to  close  the  subscription,  but  it  was  at  leng:th  agreed  to 
keep  the  list  open  during  the  meeting ;  before  the  termination 
of  whidi  tlie  amount  of  the  subscribed  sums  was  understood  to 
be  ^60,000.  At  the  same  time  a  resolution  was  unanimously 
passed,  that  a  petition  should  be  presented  to  the  King  for  a 
Charter  of  Incorporation ;  and  a  Committee  of  Twenty-one 
Managers  was  appointed  for  the  preparation  ot  the  outline  of  a 
Plan  for  tlic  Establishment,  to  be  approved  ]>y  the  Proprietors. 
A  General  Meeting  for  taking  into  consideration  the  Laws  and 
Regulations  proper  to  be  adopted  for  the  Institution,  was  held  at 
the  London  Tkvem,  on  Thursday,  October  17th,  1805. 

The  first  printed  Report  of  the  Temporary  Committee  of 
Management,  addressed  to  the  First  Annirersary  Meeting  of 
the  Proprietors,  is  dated  April  24th,  180G  •  and  it  states  that 
two  active  Sub-Committees  had  been  elected  for  executing  the 
arrangements  decided  upon :  one  of  which  had  been  engaged  in 
procuring  temporary  accommodations,  and  in  conducting  the 
general  affairs  of  the  Institution ;  and  the  other  in  the  formar 
tion  of  a  library.  At  this  time  the  numl>er  of  Proprietors 
amounted  to  960,  and  the  sums  subscribed  to  £76,710  Ss,  lOtf. 
i^itli  about  £2000  more  then  due  for  interest ;  of  which  £6,7-7 
Ss.  6d.  had  been  expended  fur  books  and  maps,  and  nearly  8000 
volumes  were  then  in  the  Library.  From  even  the  original 
establishment  of  the  London  Institution,  the  Managers  con- 
templated the  erection  of  an  edifice  especially  adapted  to  its 
magnitude  and  pecuUar  intentions ;  with  which  view,  it  is  ob- 
served in  the  Report,  they  have  addressed  themselves  to  the 
liberality  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London,  for  a  grant 
of  the  whole,  or  of  some  considerable  part,  of  the  site  of  Black- 
well  Hall,  iu  King  street,  Cheapside.  The  premises  which 
they  first  engaged  were,  therefore,  to  be  considered  as  entirely 
temporary;  and  designed  to  be  occupied  only  until  a  more 
convenient  and  permanent  situation  could  be  provided.  They 
consisted  of  that  spacious  and  stately  mansion  on  the  eastern  side 
of  the  Old  Jewry  in  Cheapside,  nearly  opposite  to  Frederick's 
Place, — erected  by  Sir  Uobert  Clayton  for  .keeping  his  Shrievalty

aod  the  whole  expense  of  repairs,  furniture,  and  other  accom- 
modations, for  it,  was  about  j^,800.  The  first  Opening  of  the 
Establishment  in  this  place,  was  thus  officially  announced.

In  these  premises  theLibrary,  then  consisting  of  about  10,000 
volumes,  was  arranged  in  five  spacious  apartments  on  the  prin* 
etpal  story;  and  behind  the  hall  on  the  ground-floor,  was  a  large 
reading-room  hung  round  with  map*?,  for  the  daily  newspapers, 
having  a  smaller  room  at  each  end  of  it  for  English  and  Foreign 
periodical  publications.  With  regard  to  the  intended  Scientific 
Lectures,  the  Report  observes  that  so  much  previous  prepara- 
tion would  be  required  to  render  them  at  once  respectable  and 
useful,  that  the  Committee  recommended  that  they,  should  not

and  the  lutter  was  |)ainled  with  the  stofy  of  Hercules  and  Omphale,  by  Sir  Jamea 
Thomhill,  in  chjaro-oscuro,  including  alao  a  copy  of  the  Rnpe  of  Drianira,  nftt-r  Cnido 
In  the  Diary  fif  John  Evelyn t  Sept.  26tb,  1672,  there  appears  the  following  curiovis 
notice  of  this  mansion,  then  recently  erected.  "  I  carried  with  me  to  dinner  my  Lord 
Henry  Howan!  nr^w  tn  he  made  Earl  of  Norwich  and  Earl-Marshal  of  England  to 
Sir  Robert  Clarion  s,  now  Sheriff  of  London,  at  his  new  house;  where  we  had  a  ^^reat 
Seaat.  It  is  bnilt  inde^e  for  a  grcate  Magistrate ;  at  excebsive  cott.  The  cedar  dining* 
roonie  is  painted  with  the  history  of  the  Gyants  War,  incomparably  done  (  y  Mr. 
Strectcr;  but  the  figures  are  too  near  the  eye."  Mr.  Bray,  the  Editor  of  this  Diar)  ,  adds, 
that  "  tlMMe  paintings  hare  been  long  since  removed  to  the  seat  of  the  ClaytiMi  family  at 
Mardpn,  near  Godstone,  in  Surrey  '  In  the  London  Gatette'xV  is  stated  ronrfrniriL'  tiiis 
Mansion,  that  "  on  Tuesday,  the  yth  of  March,  1679-80,  King  Charles  1 1 .  and  the  l>«ke 
of  York  did  Sir  Robert  Clayton,  then  Lord  Mayor,  the  honour  to  sap  with  him  at  hia 
house  in  thr  Old  Jewiy.  They  arrived  there  between  eight  and  nine  o'clock,  nnd  the 
balcootes  of  the  houses  in  the  streets  through  which  they  passed,  were  illumiuated  with 
numerous  lights  and  flambeaux;  and  the  King  and  the  Duke  had  a  fmBaagr  made  for 
them  by  thf  Trained-Bands  upon  the  guard,  from  Cheripsidc  to  the  house ;  where  the 
Lord  Mayor,  accuropauied  by  several  of  the  Aldernif  ri  mri  the  two  Sheriff^,  received 
tten  at  the  gate,  anudat the  shouts  of  the  people."  After  this  period  the  building 
became  the  resid^'nrc  of  several  eminent  citi/rrr!;  and  imme<liately  previous  to  the  occu- 
pation of  it  for  liie  London  Institution,  it  hail  been  for  some  time  the  abode  of  the 
celebrated  surgeon,  Mr.  Samuel  Sharp.  After  the  re  moral  of  the  Institution,  the  princi- 
pal part  of  the  building  wa<«  tnken  for  thp  lumsi'  and  museum  of  tlie  London  Missionary 
Society;  and  at  the  present  time  ii  is  partly  divided  into  separate  othees,  and  partly  ia 
the  poAseasipaof  Messrs.  Small,  Colquhoun,  and  Co.  East- India  Agents.  A  view  of 
thi*  hifiMino' was  published  in  the  Supplemrnt  to  the  Gentleman's  Afngazine  for  1811^ 
vol,  Ixxi.  part  ii.  page  601,  and  it  has  been  also  engraven  separately  on  a  quarto  plate. 
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be  too  hastily  engaged  in :  added  to  which  the  house  had  not 
fiuffident  oonvenienoe  for  their  delivery. 

At  the  same  meeting  which  appointed  a  Committee  to  pre* 
pare  a  series  of  regulations  for  the  new  Institution,*—^  draft  of 

the  proposed  Charter  of  Incorporation  was  read  by  the  late  emi- 
nent Mr.  Charles  Butler,  the  first  Standing-Counsel  of  the  Estab- 
lishment. It  was  not,  however,  finally  settled  and  obtained  for 
several  months  after ;  though  its  progress  and  completion  were 
most  importantly  facilitated  by  the  disinterested  and  vaiuable 
services  of  Mr.  Joseph  Fitzwilliam  Vandercom,  Solicitor  to  the 
IVoprietors.  The  Charter  was  dated  January  21st,  1807,  nn^ 
corresponded  with  the  draft  approved  of  at  the  general  meeting, 
with  the  exception  of  afew  verli;il  alterations,  and  of  the  substi- 
tution of  £200U  for  £5000  per  annum,  as  the  amount  of  the 
property  permitted  to  be  held  in  mortmain,  inserted  by  the 
Law-Officers  of  the  Crown,  As  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  In* 
corporation  is  always  to  be  found  prefixed  to  the  printed  Bye- 
Laws*  of  the  London  Institution,  and  Imthare  consequently  in 
the  possession  of  every  Proprietor,  any  farther  notice  of  either 
will  not  be  required  in  this  place :  thougb  it  will  be  proper  to 
add,  that  in  the  course  of  the  Charter  the  original  goveriuuent 
was  assigned  to  the  following  Committee  of  Managers;  the  F^st 
Meeting  of  whom,  in  their  incorporate  capacity,  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  February  4th,  1807.

The  liesiga  of  erecting  premises  for  the  London  Institution 
continiied  to  remain  imexecuted,  in  consequence  of  the  diffi- 
culty experienced  by  the  Manafcrs  in  procuring  a  site  suffi- 
ciently central  and  comrenient.  After  a  long  and  attentive  con- 
sideration  of  their  request  for  a  part  of  the  site  of  Blackwell 
Hall,  the  Committer  tV>r  Letting:  the  City's  Lands  made  a  favour- 
able report  thereon  to  the  Court  of  Common  Council,  for 
deciding  upon  the  terms  on  which  it  should  be  granted,  but  the 
wliole  negodatton  was  at  length  abandoned*  ^  Until  the  year 
1S11»  therefore,  the  Establishment  remained  at  the  mandon 
in  the  Old  Jewry,  but  the  lease  of  that  building  having  then 
expired,  the  Board  of  Management  decided  upon  entraining  those 
extensive  premises  forming  the  extreme  north  side  and  eastern 
end  of  King's  Arms  Yard,  Coleman  Street. 

A  Report  from  the  Board  of  Management,  dated  April  18th, 
1811,  requested  the  sancdon  of  the  Proprietors  for  dosing  such 
parts  of  the  bouse  as  might  facilitate  the  removal  of  the  Library ; 
which  was  accordingly  commenced  after  a  Special  General  Meet- 
ing held  on  August  3rd.  The  hooks  then  ann)unted  to  nearly 
12,000  volumes,  which  were  all  conveyed  to  the  new  premises 
before  Christmas,  in  less  than  four  days.  The  buildings  in  King's 
Anns  Yard  were  divided  into  two  separate  parts,  the  principal 
of  which  was  the  bouse  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  street.  In

^  So  early  as  l^B  an  Art  of  Parliamfnt  was  paned  enabling  the  Corporation  of 
London  to  take  down  Guiidbnil  Cbapcl  and  Blackwell  HalL  The  latter,  however,  was 
not  removed,  uatU  dwut  December,  1819;  and  in  May  1820  were  commenced  the 
present  builflings  erected  on  the  site,  consisting  of  the  new  Law  nnri  Hnnkniptry  Courts, 
With  the  U&ces  for  the  Irish  Society,  ComoiissioDcrs  of  the  L4iud  i  ax,  etc.  and  the 
Mv  ttnet  caOcd  OaiMliall  BnHdiDgi. 
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this  were  contained  a  hall,  pamphlet-room,  aQdcommittee'i  oom^ 
on  the  ground-floor;  three  reading-rooms  on  the  first-story, 
furnished  with  jCBses  for  iUustratedTolumcs,  boolcs  of  reference^ 
and  some  of  the  most  recent  and  interesting  works ;  and  above 
were  the  apartments  of  the  Principal  Librarian.  The  otlier 
house  crossed  the  end  of  the  street,  and  cumprised  the  room  for 
lieu  "-piipers  on  the  jcrround-story,  with  three  very  long  floors 
over  it,  extending  the  entire  space  of  both  the  houses,  which  were 
formed  into  galleries  lined  with  cases  for  containing  the  larger 
portion  of  the  books.  An  official  adrertisement  announced  that 
"  the  Library  and  Reading-rooms  of  the  London  Institution 
having  been  removed  from  the  Old  Jewry,  to  No.  7$  King's 
Arms  Yard,  Coleman-street,  would  be  Opened  for  the  use  of  the 
Proprietors  and  Subscribers  on  Monday,  Fcbrnary  24th,  1812.** 
It  was  soon  evident  that  these  premises  could  not  properly 
be  regarded  as  either  a  desirable  or  a  permanent  situation  for 
the  Establishment.  They  were  partly  freehold  and  partly  lease- 
hold, the  apartments  were  in  all  instances  both  low  and  narrow, 
and  the  second  reading-room  and  that  appropriated  to  the  news- 
papers, were  extremely  dark :  the  libraries  were  also  detached 
from  the  reading-rooms,  tiic  house  was  entirely  deficient  in  a 
room  fitted  for  the  delivery  of  lectures,  and  even  in  one  spacious 
enough  for  the  meetings  of  the  Proprietors ;  and  the  approach 
for  carriages  was  particularly  inoonyenient.  It  became,  there- 
fore, the  immediate  object  of  the  Proprietors  to  direct  an  enquiry 
to  be  made  into  the  most  practicable  method  of  improving  the 
Establishment,  and  of  accomplishing  the  whole  of  the  original 
design,  especially  as  it  regarded  the  delivery  of  Lectures.  After 
several  propositions  and  estimates  bad  been  considered  for 
making  additions  to  the  old  premises, — ^it  was  determined  that 
the  most  advantageous  course  would  be  to  procure  a  freehold 
site,  on  which  a  new  building  might  he  erected,  properly  adapted 
to  the  rank  and  purposes  of  the  Institution.    So  early  as  1809 
the  Corporation  of  London  had  been  solicited  for  a  portion  of 
the  unoccupied  ground  of  Moorfields,  that  such  a  design  might 
be  carried  into  effect;  when  the  request  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  for  Letting  the  City's  Lands.   In  March,  1813,  the 
Proprietors  were  informed  that  a  «ite  had  been  offered  them,  on 
a  lease  for  sixty  years,  at  a  rent  of  £103  per  aniiun)  j  which  was 
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apprayed  of  at  a  General  Coart,  oooyenedespecially  for  taking  the 
proposal  into  consideratioii.  It  was  not,  however,  at  that  t  ime 
accepted,  but  an  utfer  was  subsequently  made  by  the  Managers, 
for  the  purchase  of  a  site,  which,  they  announced  in  their  Report 
of  April,  1815,  had  been  received  with  a  liberality  not  less 
iMmoQrable  to  the  Corporation,  than  it  was  adTantageons  to 
Ibe  Inttitntion.  The  terms  then  obtained  were,  to  grant  a 
leaae  fbr  sixty-one  years,  at  £100  per  annum,  commencing 
from  Midsummer,  1817,  of  a  piece  of  ground  on  the  north 
side  of  Moorfields,  88  feet  wide  in  the  front,  towards  the 
proposed  Circus,  and  124  feet  at  the  back,  opposite  Wilson-street, 
on  which  the  house  of  the  London  institution  was  to  be  erected, 
within  the  space  of  five  years,  of  an  elevation  in  front  consistent 
with  the  character  and  importance  of  a  public  building.  Upon 
its  completion,  the  Corporation  agreed  to  assign  the  Freehold 
to  the  Institution  for  the  sum  of  £1500.« 

This  arrangement  was  immediately  resolved  upon ;  and  a 
sum  having  been  fixed  tor  the  amount  of  the  building,  a  par* 
ticuiar  description  of  the  site  and  intended  edifice  was  drawn 
up,  and  an  advertisement  issued,  inviting  Architects  to  send  in 
designs,  on  or  before  June  1st,  1816*  Fifteen  plans  were  received 
from  so  many  diffisrent  artists,  several  of  which  possessed  great 
merit,  though  none  were  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 
Tliat  which  was  the  most  generally  approved  of,  was  the  design 
of  Mr.  William  Brooks ;  and  it  \vas  received  upon  conditiou  of 
his  altering  and  enlarging  it  so  as  to  meet  the  entire  s^inction 
of  the  Managers,  and  also  furnishing  a  new  series  of  drawings 
with  another  specification.  At  the  same  time  it  was  fi^und 
advisable  to  solicit  the  Corporation  for  a  grant  of  additional 
space  in  the  front  line  of  the  intended  site  ;  partly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extending  the  fa9ade  of  the  building,  but  chiefly  for  that

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of  separating  it  finom  the  adjoining  houses,  so  as  to  giro  H 

additional  ornament,  and  render  it  less  liable  to  the  possibility 
of  fire.  This  request  was  acceded  to  by  the  Corporation  with 
the  greatest  liberality,  and  the  Institution  received  an  additional 
grant  equal  to  half  the  original  quantity  of  ground,  without  any 
Increase  of  the  original  terms.  For  the  erection  of  tlie  structure 
estimates  were  deliyered  by  nhie  different  builders,  and  the  con- 
tract was  assigned  to  Mr.  Thomas  Cubitt.  The  First  Stone  of 
the  edifice  was  laid  on  Saturday,  November  4th,  1815,  by  the 
Right  Honourable  Samuel  Birch,  Lord  Mayor;  which  event  was 
commemorated  in  the  tuilowing  Inscription,  composed  by  the 
Rev.  John  Russell^  A.M.,  Master  of  the  Charter  House  School,-— 
deposited  with  the  ususl  medallic  memorials  beneath  the  stone*

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The  cercnwrny  of  founding  the  edifice  was  also  further  com- 
memurated  and  concluded,  by  an  excellent  Inaugural  Oration, 
composed  and  delivered  by  Mr.  Charles  Butler,  the  Counsel  of 
the  Institution, "  upon  the  Advantages  which  Science  and  Com-* 
merce  derive  from  each  other/'*  Coiusiderable  difficulties  were 
omwitered  in  the  erection  of  so  large  a  buildbg  upon  such  a 
site ;  hut  after  great  exertion  the  present  Library  was  snfficiently 
finished  for  the  meeting  ot  a  General  Court  of  Proprietors  on 
April  30th,  1818.  The  premises  in  King's  Arms  Yard  were 
dosed  for  the  removal  of  the  books  on  July  18th,  in  the  same 
year;  but  from  the  difficulty  of  adapting  the  old  slielres  and 
cases  to  their  foture  situations  in  tiie  new  gallery,  and  of  making 
various  alterations  in  the  position  of  other  shelves  to  conform 
to  the  improved  arrangement, — a  delay  was  occasioned  which 
prevented  the  Opening  of  the  present  house  of  the  institution 
until  Wednesday,  April  21st,  1819. 

The  mansion  which  now  forms  so  very  ornamental  a  feature 
of  tbat  part  of  the  metropolis  in  which  it  is  situated,  is  erected 
in  the  centre  of  fhe  north  side  of  Finsbury  Circus.  It  is  buOt  of 
brich,  faced  with  Portland  stone,  and  in  firont  Is  102fBet  6  Inches 
wide,  exclusive  of  the  side  doors,  whicli  are  15  iect  each  ;  the 
height  is  nearly  60  feet  to  tlie  apex  of  tlie  pediment.  The  house 
comprises  a  basement-story  within  a  sunken-area,  a  ground- 
floor^  and  two  stories  above,  consisting  of  the  Library  and  Gal- 
lery, each  of  which  are  lighted  by  vine  windows.  Hie  principal 
lieature  of  the  edifice,  on  the  exterior,  is  an  elegant  portico  in  the 
centre,  about  95  feet  broad;  the  win^  being  finished  with  an 
attic  ballustrade.  The  Order  is  Corintliian,  and  a  modification 
of  the  celebrated  example  taken  from  the  Temple  of  Vesta  at 
Throli.  On  the  ground-floor  the  portico  is  supported  by  two 
solid  piers,  and  as  many  Doric  columns.  The  disposition  of  the 
interior  of  the  building  may  be  seen  by  the  Plans  contained  In 
the  TVontispiece  to  the  present  volume,  wliich  will  not  require

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any  further  illustration  than  the  Descriptive  References  immedi- 
ately following  this  Preface.  The  hall  is  supported  hy  eight 
Ionic  columns  of  Bath-stone^  and  is  separated  by  glazed  doors 
flroia  a  yety  handsome  and  spacious  staircase^  with  branching 
flights  of  stone  stairs,  lighted  by  a  broad  window  in  the  back 
wall.  The  principal  apartment  occupies  the  whole  of  the  first 
floor,  and  may  be  considered  one  of  the  finest  rooms  in  England, 
being  9/ feet  in  length,  by  42  in  width^  and  28  in  height.  The 
interior  area  is  in  shape  an  octagonal  parallelogram,  with  four 
small  apartments  at  the  angles,  as  indicated  in  the  Plan;  and 
the  sides  are  divided  by  piers  faced  with  pilasters,  into  recesses 
cfmtaining  double  bookcases.  The  piers  also  support  a  light 
hut  substantial  Gallery,  extending  completely  round  the 
apartment,  and  lined  with  bookcases:  tlic  books  contained  in 
the  whole  room  aiuount  to  upwards  of  26,000.  The  peculiar 
arrangement  of  the  various  classes  of  books  in  this  Library, 
will  be  found  copiously  stated  in  the  Description  of  the  Engraved 
Plans  annexed  to  this  Preface. 

It  had  been  originally  anticipated  by  the  Managers,  that  the 
entire  expenses  of  erecting  the  new  Institution,  would  not  exceed 
£20,625,  but  in  consequence  of  the  erection  of  the  Theatre, 
not  at  first  contemplated,  and  other  unavuidable  expenses, 
the  total  cost  of  the  cdihce  amounted  to  £31,124.  lOs.  6d.; 
and  at  the  time  of  opening  the  new  Institution,  there  was  a  very 
considerable  deficiency  in  the  funds  appropriated  to  this  purpose. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  was  determined  to  raise  the 
sum  of  £12,000,  partly  by  soliciting  from  each  Proprietor 
a  subscription  of  at  least  ten  guineas,  and  partly  by  offeriu^ 
additional  perpetual  admissions  at  a  certain  rate.  Within 
three  months  the  amount  of  £12,760  was  most  liberally 
subscribed  and  paid  by  less  than  one  half  of  the  Proprietors,  and 
by  April,  1820,  it  was  increased  to  £13,200;  but  even  then 
there  remidned  such  heavy  claims  on  the  Institution,  that  to 
have  defrayed  them  by  the  sale  of  its  funded  property  would 
have  reduced  the  means  for  the  annual  expenditure  of  the 
Establishment  far  below  the  rate  at  which  it  could  be 
supported.  The  Board  of  Management,  therefore,  being 
convinced  that  unless  a  considerable  increase  of  income 
could  he  procured  from  sources  which  might  be  permanently 
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rdied  upon»  saerlfices  must  be  made  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  many  of  the  Proprietors,  and  even  to  the  stability  of  the 
Institution; — at  length  brought  forward  a  proposal  for  nosing 
such  an  income^  by  requiring,  under  the  authority  of  Parliament, 
an  Annual  Coiitribuliyii  from  each  shareholder  ;  or,  whicli  might 
be  eqiuvalent^  obtaining  from  each,  under  the  same  authority, 
a  resignation  of  their  present  right,  to  be  re-procnred  by  an 
annual  contribution.  With  this  view  a  statement  of  the  design 
was  laid  before  Mr.  Charles  Butler,  the  Standing-Counsel 
of  the  Institution,  who  advised  that  a  petition  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Legislature,  reciting  the  circumstances  under 
which  such  a  Bill  was  required;  and  at  a  Special  General 
Court  of  Proprietors,  held  on  July  20th,  1820,  the  following 
Resolutions  were  passed  almost  unanimously. — 1.  That  this 
Court  approves  of  the  proposal  for  providing  a  fund  sufficient 
for  the  support  of  the  London  Institution  in  all  its  depart- 
ments, by  a  contribution  under  legislative  authority,  of  a 
sum  not  exceeding  Two  Guineas  Annually  from  every  Pro- 
prietor :  Provided  that,  under  the  same  authority,  every  Dis- 
sentient Proprietor,  who  may  signify  such  dissent  before  a 
day  to  be  named,  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  funds  of  the 
Establishment  the  value  of  his  share,  at  a  price  to  be  fixed, 
and  inserted  in  the  BQl,  with  the  consent  of  a  Creneral  Court 
of  Proprietors. — 2.  That  the  Managers  be  authorised  to  take 
effectual  measures,  for  ascertaininp:  the  Assent  or  Dissent  of 
absent  Proprietors  to  the  foregoing  Resolution  ;  and  that,  if 
warranted  by  the  Assent^  or  forbearance  to  Dissent,  of  Three- 
fourths  of  the  effective  Proprietors  of  the  Establishment,* 
they  be  authorised  to  take  the  preliminary  steps  for  an  appli- 
cation to  IHurliament  for  an  Act,  which,  with  all  such  provisions 
as  may  be  suggested  by  able  counsel,  shall  have  the  effect  above- 
mentioned."  For  executing  the  second  of  these  Resolutions,  a 
book  was  provided,  in  which  the  Dissent  of  any  Proprietor  might 
be  recorded  by  his  signature ;  or  it  might  be  expressed  by  letter 
to  the  Honorary  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  29th  of  September. 
On  FWday,  February  9th,  1821,  the  Petition  eonduded  on  was 
introduced  into  Parliament  by  Davies  Gilbert,  Esq. ;  and  on 
Monday,  May  28th,  the  Bill  received  the  Royal  Assent  under 
the  title  of  an  Act  of  the  Hrst  and  Second  Years  of  George  IV. 
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chapter  Ixxvii.,  tor  providiog  an  Increase  of  tbe  Annual  Income 
of  the  London  Institution."  * 

By  the  Amded  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  siibecrip* 
tiona  which  this  Act  authorised  to  be  raised,  this  Establish- 
ment is  still  supported. 

I.   BIBUOGRAPHiCAL  NOTICE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  honour  of  having  most  meritoriously  and  effectually  com- 
menced the  excellent  collection  of  books  in  the  London  Institu- 
tion,— is  to  be  attributed,  to  the  prompt  and  well-directed 
exertions  of  the  Lihrury-Cornmittco,  and  ot  the  first  Honoriiry 
Secretar}',  Samuel  W^oods,  Esq. : — under  whose  direction  Messrs. 
John  and  Arthur  Arch  were  employed  to  procure  some  of  the 
best  editions  and  the  most  extensive  standard  works,  which 
are  required  in  the  formation  of  a  large  library.  At  this  time, 
books  of  estabUshed  reputation  in  every  class  of  literature, 
were  in  general  both  costly  and  ot  rare  occurrence  j  whilst  the 
continental  wai'  almost  entirely  prevented  any  additional  supply 
of  either  ancient  or  modern  foreign  publications.  It  was,  there- 
fore, not  sufficient  to  be  possessed  of  funds  for  procuring  books ; 
but  it  became  important  closely  to  examine  the  catalogues  of 
booksellers,  and  especially  those  of  the  sales  of  several  very 
fine  libraries,  ^  which  took  place  at  the  time, — as  still  more 
certain  sources  whence  the  best  works  could  be  obtained.  The 
only  effectual  course  was,  therefore,  immediately  to  imjirove 
every  such  opportunity ;  and  a  collection  was  thus  made  of 
considerable  learning  and  extent  of  information ;  and  one  which, 
it  is  probable,  at  tbe  present  period  could  be  hardly  accumulated 
at  all.  In  forming  this  Library,  the  principal  aim  was  to 
fulfil  the  intention  concerning  it  which  had  been  announced  in

The  sale  which  principally  contributed  to  the  foundation  of  the  Library,  was  tiiat  of 
the  books  belonging  to  the  Most  Honoorefak  WilUaD  Fetfy,  Pint  Muqiwie  of  Laai- 
downe,  and  fiarl  of  SbcUmnic}  wUch  wm  eomiDeaced  od  Monday,  Janmiry  «Ui,  1806. 
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the  original  plao^ — iht  aoqairemenl  of  works  of  intrinsic  value, 
and  of  mo8l  important  reference  and  utility.  That  the  ebdeay- 
onrs  of  the  Managers,  in  tins  particular,  hare  been  Attended 
with  the  greatest  success,  will  be  best  exemplified  by  the  follow- 

\ng  notices,  jKirtly  taken  iVoni  the  excellent  review  of  the  wliule 
cjjllertioii  of  books,  drawn  Tip  by  Mr.  Maltby,  the  present 
Honorary  Librarian,  and  attached  to  the  Yearly  Report  for  1830. 

Informing  an  English  Metropolitan  Library,  the  first  ofcject 
was  a  proper  supply  of  BrUish  Hitiory^  I,iierature,  aadBwgra- 
phf:  and,  ther^ore,  the  departments  containing  them,  with 
those  of  JBngUsh  Aniiquities  and  Topography,  were,  from  the 
first,  carefully  selected  and  copiously  furnished;  and  have  been 
ever  since  re^ilarly  and  considerably  increasing.  In  the  latter 
class,  in  particular,  this  collection  is  believed  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  in  Britain. — It  was  not  considered,  however,  of  the 
same  importance,  tliat  the  divisions  of  Hkeok^^  Lam^  and 
MeHane,  should  be  made  equally  extensive ;  since  the  students 
of  those  subjects  exclusively,  would  more  naturally  have  recourse 
to  the  Libraries  of  Sion  College  and  Red  Cross  Street,  of  the 
Inns  of  Court,  and  of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Suri^eons  : 
but  in  all  those  classes  are  contained  the  works  of  some  of  the 
best  authors;  and  especially  several  scarce  and  valuable  collec- 
tions of  Fcreign  Zwt,  not  frequently  to  be  found  in  the  public 
libraries  of  England.— The  dass  of  Oenerai  and  Flareign  JBistarp 
and  Topi^aphyf  is  both  copious  and  curious ;  as  well  as  those 
relating  to  General  Antiqidlies,  and  the  History  of  the  Fine 
Arts,  each  of  which  contains  many  of  the  most  costly  and  ex- 
cellent introductions,  works  of  reference,  and  collections. — In 
the  department  of  Fuyaga  and  Trameh  will  be  found  nearly  all 
the  l>e&t  and  most  interesting  narrallTes,  whether  published 
separately  or  in  connection ;  illustrated  by  large  and  numerous 
Atlaset,  Maps,  and  Charts^  both  Ancient  and  Modem. — In  the 
larger  Scitnti/ic  fForks,  and  particularly  in  those  relating  to 
Mathematics,  the  Lilirary  is  w  ell  supplied  j  and  the  Histoiy  of 
Science  and  Literature  is  likewise  copiously  illustrated  by  a  very 
fine  body  of  interesting  Memoirs  and  Transactions  of  nearly  all 
the  existing  Academies  and  Learned  Assodations,  Iwth  British 
and  Foreign.— The  department  of  OnUmmtiU  lAteraiure  is  fur* 
niahed  with  excellent  editions  of  some  of  the  principal  fVench 
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Authors,  and  with  many  of  the  most  admired  works  of  those  of 
Spain  and  Italy ;  though  it  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  very  con- 
siderable additions  are  wanting  to  render  this  class  equal  to  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection.  In  the  contemporaneous  liistory 
of  England,  as  exhibited  in  Periadinal  PuhUcaHcm  and  ParUa" 
meniary  Doeumentt  and  Records^  the  Library  is  extremely  well 
provided :  and  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Catalogue  is  devoted 
to  a  particular  acrount  (►{  several  thousands  of  occasional 
^acts  and  Pamphlets  upon  religious,  political,  and  misccUane- 
ons,  subjects;  the  number  of  which  is  oontinually  increasing. — 
The  collection  of  Philology,  including  Literary  HtMtory  and 
CtiticUmy  the  productions  of  MUeeUameoiu  Latin  jiuihan,  nod 
Grammars  and  Didimuiries  of  a  great  variety  of  languages, — 
is  more  than  usually  complete  ;  and  the  department  containing 
the  Classicfi  is  excellent,  since  it  comprehends  not  only  the  best 
editions  of  the  originals,  but  also  the  most  approved  Transla- 
tions into  English,  French,  and  Italian. 

The  Library  likewise  possesses  most  of  the  best  writers  and 
books  of  reference  upon  the  su!ject  of  BiMiography,  muh  a 
very  usefol  collection  of  Catalogues :  and  under  this  class  it  may 
be  observed,  that  the  volumes  exhibit  numerous  esteemed  and 
rare  editions  from  the  early  presses  of  Germany,  Italy,  and 
France ;  and  tine  specimens  of  the  printing  of  the  celebrated 
Antoine  Verard,  the  Wechels,  the  Stephani,  Claude  Morel, 
Christopher  Plantin,  Johann  Frol)en,  Ouarinus,  Hieronymus 
Commelin,  Henricus  Petms,  the  Aldi,  the  Sessse,  Gabriel  Giolito, 
and  the  Giunti:  as  well  as  some  from  the  English  Printers, — 
Julian  Notary,  Peter  Treveris,  Richard  Grafton,  Thomas 
Marshe,  John  Cawood,  and  various  others. — A  few  of  the 
more  remarkable  bibliographical  curiosities  of  the  Library  are 
enumerated  in  the  following  list,  commencing  with  JBoakg 
Printed  in  the  Fiftemih  Century.

The  First  Catalogue  of  the  Library  was  simply  alphabetical, 
and  appeart  d  io  April  1813,  and  a  Supplement  to  it  wa.s  pub- 
lished in  1830  i  but  the  increase  of  the  collection^  and  a  per- 
fect conviction  of  the  very  great  and  general  utility  of  a  Classed 
Catalogue,  at  length  determmcd  the  Board  of  Management  to 
undertake  the  production  of  the  present  work.  The  whole 
cunibcr  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library  is  about  2JJ.)0();  and 
some  idea  may  be  formed  of  their  original  value,  from  the  cir- 
cumstance that  the  sums  paid  for  books  returned  in  the  Yearly 
Reports  from  1806  to  1812,— amount  to  £16,533  Us.  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  preceding  notices  and  the  following  pages,  that 
it  has  been  the  anxious  desire  of  the  Committee  of  Managers  to 
hare  the  whole  collection  so  judiciously  selected,  as  to  render 
it  worthy  of  the  esteem  of  all  who  are  conv  ersaiil  with  Litera- 
ture; and  that  no  effort  should  be  wanting  towards  eiiVcting 
the  establishment  of  one  of  the  most  useful  and  accessible  Li- 
taffies  in  Britain.  *

IIL  SKETCH  OF  THE  SCIENTIFTC  HISTORY  AND  LECTURES 
OF  THE  LONDON  INSTITUTION. 
Until  the  erection  of  the  present  edifice  of  this  Establishment, 
the  third  feature  of  the  plan  upon  which  it  was  originally  framed, 
continued  to  be  incomplete;— namely,  the  Delivery  of  Lectures 
for  the  difihsion  of  us'eM  sdentific  knowledge.  The  Lectures, 
however,  appear  to  have  always  formed  a  very  attractive  part 
of  the  design ;  as  at  the  time  when  it  was  first  introduced  to  the 
public,  the  present  universal  and  interesting  method  of  instruct- 
ing by  experimental  discourses  was,  comparatively,  of  uncom- 
mon occurrence :  though  the  recent  Introduction  of  them  at  the 
Royal  Institution,  had  excited  both  general  and  eonsideralile 
attention.  At  an  early  period  of  the  history  of  the  present 
Establishment,  therefore,  various  proposals  for  the  building 
of  a  Theatre  and  the  delivery  of  such  Lectures,  were  repeatedly 
brought  before  the  Managers,  and  carefully  considered  ;  but  in 
their  First  printed  Report  they  recommended  that  the  Lectures 
should  not  lie  too  hastily  commenced,  since  the  house  then 
occupied  by  the  London  Institution  was  altogether  Inconvenient 
for  the  erection  of  a  lalionitory  or  the  reception  of  an  audience ; 
and  to  ensure  those  discourses  being  both  respectable  and  useful, 
much  previous  preparation  would  be  required.  In  the  second 
premises  of  the  Establishment,  the  same  deficiency  of  accom- 
modation existed;  though  the  Report  of  1812  contains  a 
proposal  for  erecting  a  Lecture-room  at  the  bach  oft)ie  house  In 
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King  is  Arms  Yard,  and  in  1813  appears  a  notice  of  a  Theatre 
to  be  added  to  the  oriprinal  mansion  in  the  Old  JcwTy.  Fortu- 
nately, however,  for  the  more  perfect  completion  of  the  original 
design,  neither  of  these  propositions  were  carried  into  effect  i 
tiioiigli  recommended  liy  the  Hoard  of  Management,  and  even 
sanctioned  by  a  General  Meeting.  •  There  was  an  uniform 
aversion  to  the  premises  in  King's  Arms  Yard,  which  were  in 
themselves  decidedly  too  inconvenient  to  be  worthy  of  any 
considerable  expense  for  improvements ;  and  the  house  in  the 
Old  Jewry  was  thought  by  many  of  the  Proprietors  to  be  also 
quite  unfitted  for  the  whole  of  the  purposes  of  the  Institution. 
Both  schemes  were,  therefore,  rejected,  upon  a  re-consideration 
of  them  at  a  Special  General  Coort,  November  3rd,  1813 ; 
and  the  erection  of  a  Theatre  vvai*  most  advantai^oously  delayed, 
until  it  was  reared  upon  the  freehold  property  of  the  Corpora- 
tion as  a  part  of  the  mansion  founded  in  Finsbury  Circus* 
The  expenses  incurred  in  the  new  building,  however,  having 
very  considerably  increased  upon  the  original  estimate,  the 
pN^rietors  at  first  contemplated  deferring  the  completion  of 
tiie  Theatre  in  order  to  reduce  the  amount ;  but  in  1817  an 
arrangement  was  made  for  erecting  that  important  part  of 
the  present  house,  upon  a  scale  corresponding  witli  the  rest 
of  the  edifice.  The  separate  cost  of  the  Theatre,  and  the  various 
apartments  attached  to  it,  amounted  to  about  £5,100 ;  and  the 
fit^g-up  of  the  Laboratory  to  about  £600  more. 

In  the  General  Plan  contained  in  the  Fk'ontisplece  to  this 
volume,  wUl  be  seen  the  form  and  disposition  of  this  Lecture- 
room  ;  wiiich  is  entered  from  the  centre  flight  of  the  principal 
stair-case,  through  a  handsome  octangular  vestibule  with  double 
doors.  In  shape  it  is  nearly  semi-circular,  the  inner  curve 
measuring  117  feet  4  inches,  and  the  chord  62  feet  9  inches;

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the  area  being  sufficient  to  contain  nearly  TOO  auditors.  Tha 

building  is  well  adapted  for  hearing: ;  and  is  lij^hted  and  ven- 
tilated by  a.  large  circular  lantern  in  tlie  roof,  which  can  be 
darkened  in  the  day-time  for  the  exhibition  of  any  illustrationa 
requiring  the  exclusion  of  light,  by  letting  down  a  false  ceiling 
below  the  windows.— -On  the  right  of  the  lecturer's  taUe,  Is 
the  Laboratory,  a  large  quadrangular  apartmrat  coinpletely 
fitted  with  chemical  fiimaees  and  apparatus  of  the  most  ap- 
proved construction.  « — On  the  left  of  the  Theatre  is  the  Ap- 
paratus Room,  which  is  fitted  np  with  gla^s  cases,  cODtaining 
the  instruments  used  in  illustrating  the  Sciences  of  Mechanics, 
Electricity,  Galvanism,  Magnetism,  Hydrostatics,  Hydraulics, 
Heat  and  Light,  Pneumatics,  Optics,  and  Astronomy;  amaged 
in  systematic  order.  To  the  same  room  is  also  attached  a  small 
private  apartment  for  the  lecturers.  Behind  the  lecture*  table 
in  the  Theatre  is  a  fire-place,  which  can  be  also  accommodated 
with  a  portable  furnace:  and  al)u\  i*  is  an  opening  between  two 
columns  fur  receiving  transparencies,  or  a  screen  for  the 
exhibition  of  the  Phantasmagoria. 

From  the  very  first  formation  of  this  Institution,  a  Committee 
of  the  Managers  was  appointed  to  collect  the  materials  for  the 
illustration  of  fiiture  Lectures,  by  gradually  providing  a  yarlety 
of  scientific  instruments  of  a  superior  manufacture ;  and  on  May 
6th,  I8O7,  the  Committee  of  A])paratus  was  authorised  to  order 
such  as  they  might  deem  requisite  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
£3,000.^  Though  far  from  being  a  complete  collection,  the 
excellence  of  these  instruments  is  noticed  in  several  of  the  early 
Annual  Reports ;  and  in  that  for  1831  is  a  statement  from  Dr. 
Birkbeck,  espedally  relating  to  the  Apparatus,  in  which  ha 
observes  that  it  is  most  perfect  In  the  branches  of  Pneumatics,

for  pniblic  tuition.  Of  these  artides  the  Taluable  Air-Pump,  the 
large  Plate  Eleetrlcal  Machine,  the  magnificent  Voltdic  Bi^tery, 
the  Whirling-Table,  the  Optical  Models,  etc  will  be  perceived 
to  be  constantly  useful  in  irivinj^  ci¥ect  to  lectures  on  various 
divisions  of  Physics  or  Natural  Philosophy," 

The  Report  of  April  Idth,  1819,  which  announces  the  first 
opening  of  the  ne^  hnHding,  introduces  also  the  First  Conrse 
of  Lectures  as  the  only  series  which  would  he  then  deliyered, 
on  account  of  the  advanced  period  of  the  season,  and  the  im- 
perfect access  to  the  editire.  Previously  to  their  commence- 
ment, the  Theatre  was  opened  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  Wednesday,  May  6th,  1819,  by  William  Thomas  Brande,  Esq. 
Secretary  to  the  Royal  Society,  and  Professor  of  Chemistry  In 
the  Royal  Institution  of  Great  Britain,— with  an  elegant  Intro* 
ductory  Discourse  on  the  Connection  between  the  Scientific 
and  Commercial  interests  of  a  country,  and  especially  those  of 
Great  Britain  the  delivery  of  which  Address  was  honoured 
by  the  presence  of  the  late  Earl  Spencer.  The  first  course  of 
Lectures  commenced  on  the  following  Wednesday  at  the  same 
hour,  consisted  of  nine  upon  the  Principles  of  Chemical 
Sdenoe." 

The  whole  number  of  Lectures  which  hare  been  deUTcrad  in 

the  Theatre  of  the  London  Institution,  to  the  close  of  the  season 
of  1835,  amounts  to  nearly  One  Hundred  Courses,  comprising 
upwards  of  830  separate  lectures,  giving  an  average  of  some- 
what  more  than  fifty  each  season;  upon  which  about  £7^400 
hwre  been  expended  since  their  eommencement»  as  is  shewn  by 
llie  Annual  Reports.  When  these  ehrcumstances  are  rieiiFed  in 
connection  with  the  present  adTanced  state  of  Science^  the

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eminent  professors  who  hare  been  employed^  the  very  grtttk 
Tariety  of  useful  instnietion  and  entertainment  which  they  have 
imparted,  and  the  perfect  manner  in  which  their  lectures  are 

now  illustrated, — it  will  no  long:cr  be  considered  that  the  delay 
which  took  place  between  the  establishment  of  the  Institution, 
and  the  delivery  of  the  first  lecture,  was  othenvise  than  advanta- 
geously passed,  for  the  rendering  the  future  courses  sopermanent 
and  effectual  as  they  have  since  proved.  The  several  subjects 
of  these  discourses  may  be  divided  into  tliree  general  dasses: 
namely  those  relating  to  Science  and  the  Usefol  Arts,  to  the 
Fine  Arts,  and  to  Literatm«.  The  various  branches  of  tliese 
classes  are  exhibited  in  the  ensuing  synopsis;  which  is  followed 
by  a  general  view  of  the  lectures  upon  each,  and  of  the  particular 
information  which  they  conveyed.

The  opening  course  of  Lectures  was  properly  occupied  by  an 
introduction  to  the  examination  of  some  of  the  more  subtle 

and  eminently  active  powers  of  nature;  and  to  a  summary  view 
of  those  great  scientific  truths,  the  details  of  which  should  in 
future  seasons  engage  the  attention  uf  the  audiences  of  that 
Theatre.  The  principal  subjects  of  these  discourses  were  the 
influence  of  the  imponderable  Agents  over  the  various  forms  of 
ordinary  matter;  and  the  action  and  phenomena  of  Hbat, 
Radiant  Matter  in  general^  Elbctricitv^  and  Voltaic  Elkc- 
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TRiciTY.    In  the  concluding  Lecture,  J  uly  7th,  the  latter  was 
illustrated  in  ft  very  striking  and  interestmg  manner  by  some 
eaqMilmflDts  of  Ignition  with  the  Large  Apparatus  of  HOOO 
Double  Plates."*  Tlie  general  subject  of  Electricity  was  re-

the  details  of  the  .science,  especially  with  relation  to  the  proper- 
ties ot  ponderable  «iibstaTices,  was  commenced  in  1820  by  Mr. 
Kicbard  Phillips,  F.  R.  S.,  a  chemi^^t  of  high,  reputation,  espe- 
ciailj  in  the  department  of  analysis.  There  were  not  any  lectures 
glran  at  the  Institation  in  1821,  hut  npon  tiieir  heing  resnmed  in 
the  following  year,  Mr.  FhiUipa  delirered  a  aeries  of  thirteen 
discourses  upon  Analytical  Chenuatry.  In  Hiese  he  exhihited  the 
rarious  methods  of  performins:  chemical  analysis,  with  the  most 
striking  propertiet^  of  the  agents  employed  and  the  substances 
elicited  therein,  with  respect  to  the  foUowing  subjects  of  analysis; 
— namely^  Atmospheric  Air,  Water,  Sei^water,  Earthy  Bodies, 
and  Animal  and  Vegetable  products.  In  1823,  Mr.  PhiDips 
oontinned  his  instmctioDS  in  a  course  of  lectures  upon 
Chemistry  as  connected  with  the  Usefti]  Arts  and  Manufactures ; 
in  which  many  of  the  prucesses  belonging  to  them,  and  espe- 
cially those  of  the  art  of  Calico-Printing,  were  explained  and 
iUustrated  in  a  more  perfect  detail  than  probably  bad  been  ever 
before  introdueed  in  a  series  of  popular  discourses.  In  1824  the 
principles  of  Mineralogical  Chemistry  were  developed  by  Mr. 
Pliillips,  and  those  of  Vegetable  Chemistry  by  Professor  Braade; 
and  in  the  succeeding  year  the  Chemistry  of  Aeriform  Bodies 
was  experimentally  illustrated,  at  length,  by  the  foniu  r  U  eturer. 
In  1827  Mr.  Faraday  delivered  a  very  interesting  course  of 
twelve  lectures  upon  Chemical  Manipidation;  in  which  were 
performed  such  of  the  processes  described  in  his  woric  on  that 
suljeet,  subsequendy  published,-^  were  capable  of  being 
explained  to  a  general  audience.  In  several  of  the  succeeding 
year^  Mr.  Hcmminu  u;ive  lectures  on  various  braiiLhes  of 
Chemistry;  andin  1834  the  adaptation  of  that  Science  to  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  the  Arts  was  resumed  by  Mr.  Brande. 

Tlie  subjects  usually  comprised  under  the  title  of  Natvbai. 
and  ExPBaiMBMTAi.  Pbilosopbt,  were  introduced  at  this  Insti* 
tntion  in  1^20,  when  an  Honorary  course  of  lectures,  bearing 
the  former  name,  was  given  by  Dr.  Birkbeck ;  and  a  professional 
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series  on  the  latter  branch  by  Mr.  MiUington,  then  Professor  of 
Mechanics  at  the  Royal  Institution.  Mr.  MiUington  also  resumed 
the  same  subject  in  1822,  in  connection  with  Astronomy ;  as  did 
Dr.  Birkbeck  in  tiie  next  year  in  his  discourses  on  tiie  Atmos- 
phere and  its  Modifications:  and  the  sereral  divlBions  of  Natural 
Philosophy  have  been  likewise  frequently  illustrated  since  by  a 
variety  of  lecturers,  in  1832  a  short  course  of  instruction  was 
devoted  to  AcousHcx  by  Mr.  Robert  Addams,  explainiiij^  the 
modem  discoveries  in  the  science,  with  an  exhibition  of  the  in- 
struments, both  musical  and  philosophical,  which  they  have  pro- 
duced Hie  same  subject  was  also  continued  by  Professor  Ritdde 
in  1835^  connected  with  that  of  the  Doctrine  of  Undulations  In 
general,  as  the  introductory  part  of  a  series  of  lectures  on 
Radiant  Heat  and  Li^^ht,  Thcise  discourses  were  especially 
directed  to  the  illustration  of  the  Undiilatory  Theor\%  and  in- 
cluded also  the  phenomena  of  HolarisatioUi  with  the  principal 
recent  discoveries  in  Optics  and  the  science  of  Radiant  Heat ; 
aa  well  as  a  view  of  the  researches  of  Meiloni  into  the  distinct 
nature  of  the  powers  of  transmitting  radiant  heat  and  light  in 
transparent  and  diathermal  bodies. — The  science  of  Pnmmatkty 
with  an  explanation  of  tlie  various  properties  of  the  Air,  the 
history  and  const nu  tidii  of  the  barometer,  and  of  other 
instruments,  the  action  of  which  is  connected  with  atmospheric 
pressure  and  elasticity, — ^was  illustrated  by  the  Rev.  Dionysius 
Lardner,  LL.D.  FJi.S.  in  a  course  of  five  lectures  delivered 
in  1882. — Several  other  subjects  generally  dassed  under  the 
comprehensive  name  of  Natural  Philosophy,  have  been  also 
treated  of  by  vunous  lecturers  on  Machinery,  the  Steam-Engine, 
etc.  and  in  1828  ten  discourses  relating  chiefly  to  the  latter,  were 
delivered  by  Mr.  Norton  Webster,  illustrated  hy  a  series  of 
very  beautiful  models,  upon  "  the  Motive  Forces  of  the  Arts." 

In  1834  Dr.  Lardner  explained  in  three  lectures  the  principle* 
structure^  and  operation,  of  Mr.  Babbage*s  Machinery  for  Cal- 
culating and  Plrinting  Numerical  Tables :  *  that  surprising  result 
of  mathematical  genius,  of  which  it  has  been  observed  that  it  is

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fitted  "  to  produce  as  momentoufl  consequences  in  science,  hy 
the  stibstitiitioii  of  lis  movements  for  intettectual  labonr, — as 
tboae  to  which  the  steam-oiglne  has  given  rise,  in  .the  arts  of 
civilised  society,  by  the  abridgement  of  bodily  toll."*  fn  con- 
nection with  tlie  Useful  Arts  it  may  be  noticed  that  ia  1831  six 
lectures  were  delivered  by  Mr.  R.  Mudie  "  on  the  Advantages 
resulting  to  Society  from  the  Employment  of  Machinery;"  and 
in  1835  a  similar  number  on  the  Cotton  Manufactnre  by  Mr. 
George  White,  aided  by  the  exhilntion  of  models. 

The  illustration  of  those  satjeots  which  are  connected  with 
AflrncmoMT  and  Cosmical  science,  was  commenced  in  1882  by 
an  elaborate  course  of  fifteen  lectures  on  the  former  branch  of 
knowledge  by  Professor  Mill imrtou  ;  in  which  also  was  given  a 
most  accurate  and  interesting  explanation  of  several  of  the 
principal  instruments  employed  in  the  observation  of  the  heavenly 
bodies.  In  1896  a  series  of  eight  lectures  upon  the  same  subject 
was  read  by  Mr.  Stephen  Lee,  formerly  Cleric  and  Librarian  to 
the  Royal  Society,  and  in  1827,  1828,  and  1832,  Mr.  John 
Wallis  delivered  Astronoiiiieal  discourses,  which  cuniprised  a 
general  view  of  the  whole  science,  elucidated  by  transparent 
and  moving  paintings,  forming  probably  one  of  the  best  pictorial 
and  mechanical  apparatus  exhibited  by  any  popular  lecturer  on 
the  celestial  economy.  On  the  evening  of  March  11th,  1836, 
Bfr.  Wallis  delivered  a  idngle  lecture  on  the  nature  of  Comets, 
especially  of  those  of  Halley  and  Encke. 

The  first  coui^e  of  lectures  upon  Gbology,  consisted  of  nine 
delivered  by  Professor  Bran de  in  1822,  which  comprised  a  very 
excellent  and  satisfactory  outline  of  the  science  as  it  then 
esEisted :  which  was  succeeded  in  1827  by  a  series  of  twelve  dis* 
courses  by  Mr.  Thomas  Webster,  Sec  G.  S.,  ezhiliiting*  a  more 
detailed  view  of  tliis  branch  of  knowledge  and  its  subsequent 
advancement.  In  1834  Mr.  Brande  resumed  the  subject  in  six 
lectures,  and  gave  a  view  of  its  present  state,  with  especial 
reference  to  Tertiary  Rocks,  to  the  Existing  Causes  of  geological 
phenomena,  and  to  the  Theory  of  Elevation, — ^In  1820  John 
Ta^or,  Esq.  P.  R*  S.  Treas.  G.  S.  delivered  an  Honorary  course 
of  four  lectures  on  PraeHeat  Mmmg^  in  which  the  several  pro* 
cesses  of  extracting  and  preparing  the  metallic  ores,  with  tiie

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mei  and  application  of  the  metalB,  were  explained  in  a  sdentlfie 
and  iaterestingf  manner^  illnstrated  by  a  nnnber  of  fine  Bpednienn 

and  models.  In  1823  he  g:ave  another  course  of  three  lectures 
upon  MetalittrgT/j  a  sketch  ot  whii  h  is  inserted  in  the  Philoso- 
phical Magazine^  volume  iix.  pa^es  283, 366,  448 ;  and  at  aSoir^ 
on  February  13th,  1833,  Mr.  Taylor  gave  a  single  lecture  on 
**  the  Means  of  attaining  Great  Depths  in  Sinking  the  Shafts  of 
Mines,  and  on  the  Deepest  Shafts  yet  ezecoted."  Hie  substanee 
of  this  diseonrse  is  contained  in  the  Report  of  the  T^ird  Meetiti^ 
of  the  British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  held 
at  Cambridge  m  \S3S,    8vo.    Pa^es  427-4:W. 

A  comprehensive  view  of  the  nature  and  moditications  of  the 
Atmosphere,  was  given  in  an  Honorary  coarse  of  seven  Lectures 
by  Dr.  BIrfcbeck,  in  1833,  and  its  pecnUar  properties  and  Infln- 
enee  were  fbrther  explained  in  eiglit  diseourses  in  that  year  by 
Mr.  Hemming.  Another  branch  of  the  science  was  introduced  in 
1828  by  E.  W.  Brayley,  Jim.  l.L  S.  F.G.S  ,   one  of  the  present 
Librarians  of  the  Institution,  in  a  course  ot  six  lectures  upon  "the 
Phenomena  and  History  of  Igneous  Meteors  and  Meteorites." 
They  were  illustrated  by  numerous  tnmsparent  paintings  of  the 
most  remarkable  meteors;  and  also,  tlirough  the  liberality  of 
▼ailotts  firiends  to  science,  by  a  more  extensive  collection  of 
spedmens  of  meteoric  stones  and  masses  of  Iron,  than  had  been 
ever  previously  brought  toj^ether :  exreptinp:,  perhaps,  in  the 
Imperial  Cabinet  at  Vienna.    It  comprised  meteorites  of  known 
dfif e,which  had  fallen  from  the  atmosphere  in  almost  every  part 
of  the  world,  and  at  all  periods  of  history ;  from  the  end  of  the 
fifteenth,  to  the  third  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century,  at  forty- 
seven  distinct  times,  beside  many  the  date  of  which  was  unknown. 

The  science  of  Botany  was  commenced  by  two  lectures  on  anovel 
subje(  t  coiinectedtherewith,  delivered  by  ^irJamesEdward  Smith, 
F.H.S.  the  late  President  ot  the  Linnean  Society,  in  1820;  and  in 
1825  he  read  a  complete  course  of  ten  others,  embracing  an  excel- 
lent view  of  the  subject,  both  as  to  Physiology  and  classification* 
It  was  followed  in  1828  by  Dr.  Edmund  John  Clark,  VX»S., 
who  jB^ve  four  lectures  partknlariy  deserlptiTe  of  the  LInneaa 
classification;  and  in  1833,  Dr. Robert  Dickson,  F.L.S.,  delivered 
eight  more,  on  "  the  Structure  and  I'hysiolog^  of  Vegetables, 
as  a  basis  of  a  natural  classification ;  with  their  applications 
towards  the  improvement  of  Agriculture  and  Horticulture." 
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Under  tibb  brandi  of  sdence  it  may  be  also  again  noticed,  tbat  a 
eovme  of  four  lectmes  upon  Vegetable  Cbemistry  was  delivered 
Vf  PWyfessor  Braade  inl634. 

The  very  generally  interesting:  subject  of  Zoology  was  for- 
mally be^n  in  1826  by  Dr.  John  Ifarudod,  F.R.S,  in  a  series  of 
twelve  discourses  upon  "  the  Natural  Ui>»tory  of  the  Animal 
Kin^om,  comprehending  a  survey  of  the  classes  of  Mammalia 
and  Birds wbiefa  also  included  some  account  of  the  seTeral 
gnraps  of  Fossil  Animals  belonging  to  the  same  dasses.  In 
1834»  the  discoveries  of  Mr.  WilUam  Sharp  Madeay,  P.L.S., 
rdating  to  the  natural  arrangement  of  animated  existence,  as 
detailed  by  him  chiefly  in  his  //o/ye  EntomologictE, — were 
explained  in  an  introductory  course  of  five  lectures,  by  £.  W. 
Brayley,  Jun.  upon  "some  of  the  principal  Phenomena  of  the 
Natural  Distribution  of  Animals : "  and  in  1828  he  also  delivered 
a  single  lecture  on  one  of  the  first  Soirees,  upon  Mr.  Vigors' 
devekpnient  of  the  same  principle  as  exhibited  in  the  Feathered 
Creation.  In  1835  Dr.  Robert  E.  Grant,  FX.S.,  Professor  of 
Zoology  in  the  University  of  LuihIoti,  continued  the  enqmntMnto 
the  lower  degrees  of  zoological  existence,  in  a  series  of  L'ii;lit 
discourses  upon  theStnicture,  Clajssification,  and  History,  of  the 
Invertebrated  classes  of  the  Animal  Kingdom/'  With  respect 
to  some  other  branches  of  the  same  general  division  of  seience, 
ft  may  be  proper  to  obsarve^  that  in  1882,  Mr.  Jonathan  Pereira, 
FX.S*  deRvered  six  most  interesting  discourses  upon  Animal 
Mechanics;  and  that  during  a  Soiree  on  Wednesday,  February 
27tlj,  18:3,3,  a  lecture  was  delivered  by  E.  W.  Brayley,  Jun.  "upon 
the  Natural  Laws  regulating  the  Distribution  of  the  Powers  of 
producing  Heat  and  Light  tiiroughout  the  different  groups  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom."  The  substance  of  this  communication  was 
read  before  the  Section  of  Natural  Hbtory  of  the  British  Assod- 
aHon  at  Cambridge,  in  June,  1833,  and  has  been  published  in  the 
London  and  Edmbiirgit  PhiloM/pJdca I  Magazine,  vol.  vi.  page  241 . 

To  connection  with  Zoology,  however,  two  courses  of  lectures, 
of  twelve  each,  had  been  delivered  in  1824  and  1823,  upon 
Comparative  Physioicgy,  aoccHrding  to  the  Zoological  System  of 
Cuvier,  by  Dr.  Peter  Mark  Roget,  one  of  the  present  Secretaries 
of  the  Royal  Society,  and  first  Folleriaa  Professor  of  Physii^ogy 
In  the  Royal  Institution,  to  which  he  has  been  recently  elected. 
In  these  discourses  were  described  ail  the  structures  and  fiinc- 
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tions  of  the  animal  eoonamy,  in  almost  every  eiass  of  amroals, 
wbidi  were  adapted  for  general  explanation^  or  conld  be  ren- 
dered interestini^  in  public  lectures.  Ttie  facts,  together  with 

niucli  of  the  argument,  and  additional  matter,  have  been  since 
inrorpnrated  by  Dr.  Ro^^et  in  his  Bridg^ewatcr  Trcatige,  entitled 
Animal  and  Vegetable  Physiology  considered  with  reference  to 
Natural  Theology*  Load.  1894.  8?o.  2  yolumes.  The  con- 
cluding part  of  the  same  work  also  contains  the  materials  of 
Dr.  Roget's  twelve  lectures  upon  '^the  Physiology  of  the 
External  Senses,'*  as  existing  both  In  man  and  in  animals, 
delivered  at  this  place  in  1826:  which  Fu})ject  was  likewise 
illustrated  by  Mr.  Pereira  in  1831,  in  eight  lectures,  on  the 
Philosophy  of  the  External  Senses,"  assisted  by  preparations^ 
moddsy  transparent  paintings^  and  experiments* 

In  connection  with  the  medical  treatment  of  the  human 
system,  thelirst  series  of  lectures  at  this  Institution  consisted  of 
eight  "  in  Illustration  of  the  Functions  of  the  Animal  Economy, 
with  particular  reference  to  the  Preservation  of  Health,  and  thp 
Extension  of  Life;"  delivered  in  1833  by  Dr.  Thomas  South- 
wood  Smith,  Physician  to  the  London  Fever  Hospital:  in  which 
the  Properties  and  Circulation  of  tiie  Blood  were  excellentiy 
andpartieulariy  explained.  Another  division  of  the  same  branch 
of  knowledge  was  introduced  In  1826,  by  Dr.  John  Gordon 
Smith,  M.R.S.L.  in  six  discourses  upon  "  the  Application  of 
the  Medical  Sciences  to  purposes  of  National  Interest;"  which 
comprised  a  careful  and  copious  popular  examination  of  the 
very  important  subject  of  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

In  1^6  the  late  Dr.  John  Caspar  Spursheim  began  the  subject 
of  PHRBNouioTy  wlth  whlch  he  was  so  intimately  conversanty  in 
sixteen  lectures  5  in  which  he  took  a  general  view  of  the  moral 
advangcs  to  be  derived  from  the  science,  as  well  as  of  the  pro- 
pensities considered  to  be  discovered  by  it :  the  whole  being 
copiously  illustrated  by  a  great  variety  of  busts,  skulls,  and  casts. 
The  leading  features  of  his  instructions  were  repeated  liy  him  in 
the  following  year,  in  twdve  discourses ;  and  Mr.  J«  L.  Lerlmn 
generally  recited  the  principles  of  Phrenology  In  four  lectures, 
in  1832. 

During:  the  jsame  Reason  Dr.  Edmund  John  Clark,  F.L.S. 
delivered  eight  lectures  on    the  Philosophy  of  Final  Causes/- 
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e]Lcmpliiied  in  a  variety  of  instances  selected  from  the  Animal 
and  Vegetable  kingdoms ;  by  which  he  imparted  an  unexpected 
general  interest  to  a  subject  purely  intdlectual.  Two  other 
diseouneSj  also  belonging  to  an  abstract  dass  of  enquiry^  were 
delivered  by  Mr.  Basil  Montague,  on  ^'  the  Philosophy  of 
Laufirhter,'*  in  1832  and  1833.  The  only  lectures  in  any  degree 
approaching  to  t lie  character  of  political,  which  hav  e  been  given 
in  this  institution,  consisted  of  a  series  of  twelve  upon  "  Capital, 
Currency,  and  Commerce,"  delivered  in  1826,  by  Mr.  J.  R. 
Mac  Culloch,  Ae  present  Professor  of  Political  Economy  in 
the  Unirerslty  (rf  London. 

With  respect  to  lectures  on  Music,  both  Instrumental  and 
Vocal,  the  Theatre  ot  this  Establish niciit  hais  been  extremely 
fortunate.  The  former  kind  was  introiluccd  so  early  as  the 
second  season,  1820,  by  William  Crotch,  Dr.  in  Music,  and 
Professor  of  Music  in  the  University  of  Oxford ;  in  a  series  of 
sis  ledurss  upon  the  various  styles  of  Composition,  and  the 
characteristics  of  Beethoven,  Haydn,  and  Moxart.  In  1823  Dr. 
Crotch  resumed  his  observations  in  six  lectures  upon  "  National 
and  JScientifiL-  Music;  '  in  1827  in  ten  more,  embracing  some 
of  the  principal  ronipositions  of  Handel,  Haydn,  and  Mozart; 
in  1828,  in  eight  more,  upon  Piano-forte  Music  ;  and  in  1831  in 
eight  others,  upon  various  general  features  of  tlie  science :  the 
materials  of  all  wliich  are  to  be  found  in  his  published  Specimens 
ef  Vosrkm  Styles  of  MwiCf  and  Leeturee  on  Mum*  The  whole 
of  these  highly  interesting  discourses  were  distinguished  by  his 
peculiarly  proper  manner  of  reading  them;  and  the  various 
examples  w  liich  he  adduced,  were  first  critically  examined  and 
explained  as  to  their  construction  and  merits,  and  then  played 
by  him  on  the  piano-forte,  with  all  that  delicacy  of  touch  for 
which  he  was  so  early  celebrated.  The  subject  of  Focal  Music 
was  oommenced  by  Mr.  Samuel  Wesley,  during  his  six  lectures 
ddivered  In  1828;  when  he  was  asristed  by  several  eminent 
singers,  and  his  examples  were  performed  upon  an  organ  and  a 
piano-forte.  The  principles  and  practice  of  Singing  were,  how- 
ever, more  particnlarly  expliuned  by  Mr.  Tlmmas  Philipps,  in 
1830,  in  a  course  of  eight  lectures,  and  again  in  1834,  in  six 
Others ;  in  which  he  especially  illustrated  the  natural  system  of 
propeHy  accenting  the  words  in  singing  as  in  reading :  his  rules 
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bein?:  copiously  cxemplitit  tl  by  pongs.  A  geiierui  view  of  the 
rise,  progress,  and  principal  professors,  of  Melody  and  Harmony, 
was  giTen  by  Mr.  Thomas  Adams,  in  1829  and  1832,  in  eight 
lectures  each  season  j  and  the  History  of  British  Music,  both 
literary  and  sdentific,  has  been  most  copiously  treated  by  Mr. 
Edward  Taylor,  in  four  lectures  deliTered  In  J833,  on  English 
Vocal  Harmony  and  in  1834  in  six  others,  upon  "  the  Early 
Encrlisli  Opera;"  in  both  of  which  he  was  a>si>t( d  by  numerous 
emincut  musical  professors,  who  revived  many  of  the  best 
melodies  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries.  A  single 
lecture  upon  some  newly  invented  musical  instruments,  as  the 
Seraphine,  the  Accordion,  etc.  was  given  by  Dr.  Birkbedc 
during  a  Solr^  in  1829,  assteted  by  Mr.  Broadhurst^  Blaster 
Howe,  Mr.  Hawkins,  and  Mr.  Edward  Taylor. 

On  tlie  Art  and  History  of  Painting  there  have  been  two 
courses  of  lectures  delivered  at  this  Institution,  both  by  Mr.  R. 
R.  Reinagle,  R.  A. ;  the  first  in  1830  and  the  latter  in  1834,  each 
consisting  of  eight;  and  each  being  illustrated  by  a  number 
of  very  fine  and  valuable  examples  of  drawing  and  composition, 
both  in  Paintings  and  Engrai^ngs,  by  several  of  the  most 
eminent  of  tlie  Old  jM asters. 

Architectuhe  has  been  also  illustrated  by  two  courses  of 
lectures  at  this  plaee.  The  first  consisted  of  eight  by  Mr.  John 
George  Wood,  F.S.A.,  delivered  in  1829 ;  in  which  the  science 
was  considered  in  connection  with  history  from  the  earliest  timesy 
and  an  account  was  given  of  some  of  the  most  fiEanous  cities  of 
antiquity,  and  particularly  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  Gothic 
Architecture,  accompanied  by  the  exhibition  yf  <Lrawings  and 
panoramic  views.  The  other  series  of  lectures  also  consisted 
of  eight,  delivered  in  1831  by  Mr.  John  Britton,  F.S.A.,  and 
was  illustrated  by  a  great  number  of  extremely  beautilul 
drawings  and  slcetdies,  ezhibilnaig  the  buildings  of  all  ages  and 
nations,  especially  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Architecture  of  England. 

Literature.  The  Literary  discourses  of  the  Institution  have 
been  both  extensive  in  the  variety  of  subjects  which  they  have 
cTubraced,  and  meritorious  and  useful  in  their  composition. 
They  were  commenced  in  1823,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  IVognaU 
Dibdin,  F.  S.A.^with  an  interesting  series  of  ten  lectures  upon 

the  Rise  and  Progress  of  Literature  in  Great  Britain/*  In 
these  were  reviewed  the  influence  exercised  by  the  art  of  printing 
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over  the  Literature  of  Europe ;  the  advantages  of  public  libra- 
ries and  literary  institutions;  the  state  of  learning  In  England 
under  the  Roman  and  Sanon  Government;  the  origin  of 
romance,  minstrelsy,  and  ballads ;  and  the  effects  produced  by 

the  Reformation,  and  the  Translation  of  the  Scriptures  into 
Enj^lish.  The  whole  was  ehicidated  by  nuiiierous  interesting 
and  curious  specimens  of  composition  of  the  ditferent  periods, 
and  by  somevery  fine  Tolnmes  of  early  English  and  Foreign 
Typography,  from  the  Libraries  of  George  Hibbert,  Esq.  late 
President  of  the  London  Institution,  and  the  late  Earl  Spencer. 
In  183B  the  Marchese  Di  Spineto,  Professor  of  Italian  in 
the  University  of  Canihridero,  delivered  a  conrsp  of  twelve 
lectures  upon  "  Foreign  Literature;"  coninieneiiii^  with  a  very 
interesting  view  of  the  learning  of  the  Arabians  of  the  Middle 
Ages,  and  comprising  also  an  aooount  of  the  origin  and  progress 
of  the  Drama  in  Italy,  France,  Spain,  Germany,  and  the 
Oriental  nations.  Hie  general  fbatares  of  this  subject  were 
farther  exhibited  in  1831,  by  Mr.  James  Montgomery  in  a 
series  of  four  lectures,  ( ()iui)risii)fr  "  a  Retrospect  of  the 
History  of  Literature,  from  the  earliest  dates  to  the  close  of 
the  twelfth  century,  A.  D.,  with  a  view  of  Modem  English 
Llteratore the  latter  part  of  which  was  printed  in  his  Lectures 
on  Poetry  and  Gemrtd  lAteraiuire,  delivered  at  the  Mcyal 
Institution  in  1830  and  1831.  Svo.  In  1835  another  excellent 
and  admired  course  of  six  lectures  upon  "  the  Literature  and 
Literary  Histon-,  and  more  rspcrially  the  Poetry,  of  Great 
Britain,"  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Henry  iunes ;  and  during  the 
Soiree  given  on  Wednesday,  March  25th,  in  the  present  year, 
Mr.  Charles  Cowden  Clarke  read  a  single  lecture  upon  "  the 
Poetry  of  tiie  Prose  Writers  of  England.''  Beside  the  poetical 
illustrations  introduced  in  so  many  of  the  preceding  discourses, 
in  1^28  a  series  of  ten  lectures  by  the  late  Mr.  John  Thelwall 
was  devoted  to  "  Poetry  and  the  Drama  in  General,  and  to 
Milton  and  Shakspeare  in  particular,"  with  numerous  recita- 
tions; and  in  1832  Mr.  James  Sheridan  Knowles  delivered  six 
leetnres  npon  Dramatic  Poetry,  indnding  various  examples 
most  emphatically  and  appropriately  delivered.  Upon  the 
Ancient  Ballads  of  England  a  single  lecture  was  read  by 

Mr.  Clarke,  ou  the  evening  of  March  20th,  1835.

xK  INTRODUCTORY  PREFACE. 


The  principles  of  Elocution  were  first  explained  and 
exemplified  byMr.B.  H.  Smart  in  182d,  in  eight  leetm«8,<<  with 
iUustratiye  readings;  practical,  oratorical,  and  dramatic:*'  and 
in  1833  Mr.  C.  Pemberton  gave  five  lectures  upon  the  roles  and 
nature  of  Oratory.— In  connection  with  Philological  Literature, 
it  should  be  mentioned  thatin  1832  M.  Annibal  Marcel  delivered 
two  diseonrses  upon  the  Best  Method  of  Acquiring  Liviiiii: 
Languages andM.  P.  F.  Merlet  gave  a  single  lecture,  during 
a  Soiree,  on  the  Dramatists  of  France,  with  French  readings. 

Upon  that  part  of  Literature  which  relates  to  AnHqmiies^  a 
course  often  lectures  was  given  in  1833  by  the  Mareliese  Di 
Spineto,  explanatory  of the  Origin  of  Idolatry,  Polytheism^ 
Mythology,  and  the  Worship  of  Animals;  illustrated  by  draw- 
ing's of  Ecryptiaii  !Monuments."  Tlie  hmi  lecture  of  tliis  (ourse 
treated  of  the  origin  of  romance;  and  of  the  legends  connected 
with  Merlin,  Arthur,  and  Charlemagne.  Upon  the  subject  of 
the  Discoveries  relating  to  Egyptian  Hieroglyphics,  made  by 
Dr.  Young  and  M.  Champollion,  Mr.  Tite,  F.R.S.,  F.6.S.> 
and  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  London  Institution,  delivered  a 
single  Iccturt;  during  a  Soiree  in  1B31  ;  and  in  the  present  season 
two  discourses  upon  the  Pyramids  of  Ejnpt,  have  been  given 
by  Mr.  Douglas  Ailport. — In  connectiu.i  with  this  class  of 
subjects  should  be  mentioned  a  series  of  twelve  lectures  by 
Mr.  James  Silk  Buckingham,  on  the  Countries  of  the  Eastern 
World,"  delivered  in  1830;  of  the  contents  of  which  he  has 
published  a  copious  descriptive  analysis. 

There  remains  to  be  noticed  but  one  other  feature  in  this  part 
of  the  History  of  the  Institution,  namely  the  introduction  of 
Soir(fe  parties,  or  Eveninjsr  Cnnvcrsaziom,  which  are  held  annually 
during  the  spring  season.  At  such  times  the  Library  is  copiously 
furnished  with  models  and  specimens  of  new  inventions,  ma» 
chines,  or  manufactures,  paintings  and  other  works  of  art, 
antiquities,  objects  of  natural  history,  foreign  productions, 
etc.  as  materials  for  the  entertainment  and  information  of  the 
proprietors  and  visitors."  I>urinp  the  evening  a  short  lecture 
is  delivered  in  the  Theatre,  upon  some  popular  or  attractive

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subject,  generally  any  novel  or  striking  improyement  in 
Idterature  or  the  Arts  or  Sciences;  and  it  has  been  shewn  in 
the  preceding  review  of  the  lectures  of  this  Establishment, 
that  some  of  the  most  interesting  discourse?  have  been  brought 

forward  upon  these  occasions.  The  First  Soiree  at  the  London 
Institution  took  place  on  Wednesday,  Febniary  Gtli,  1828 ^  aiul 
the  number  of  parties  given  in  each  season  has  varied  from 
eight  to  six  and  four. 

In  concluding  tins  PrefiMse  with  some  remarks  upon  the 
snlject  of  classification  in  Catalogues,  it  wiU  be  scarcely 
vequMte  to  notice  the  great  and  numerous  advantages  which 

a  methodical  arrangement  of  books  possesses  over  a  list  that 
is  simply  alphabetical.  With  whatever  accuracy  the  latter 
may  be  compiled,  it  can  be  effectually  useful  to  those  only  who 
are  in  search  of  a  particular  work ;  or  who  are  already  well 
aeqnainted  with  authors  in  general,  or  at  the  least  with  such  as 
hnve  written  upon  the  subject  in  which  they  are  interested. 
Such  a  list,  on  the  contrary,  is  of  little  benefit  to  the  reader 
who  is  desirous  of  bein^  informed  what  books  are  to  be  found 
in  a  large  library  upon  any  particular  branch  of  knowledge; 
but  a  Classed  Catalogue  immediately  furnishes  that  ioforma* 
tion,  and  exhibits,  at  the  same  tune,  the  peculiar  excellence  of 
the  collection.  Nor  is  the  answer  that  such  an  arrangement 
discovers  the  weakness  of  a  public  library,  of  sufficient 
importance  to  counteract  the  extensive  utility  of  the  plan; 
since  the  classes  which  most  require  improvement,  arc  thus 
made  known  to  such  persons  as  might  be  both  inclined  atid  able 
to  assiBt  the  establishment,  if  its  peculiar  deficiencies  had  been 
stated. 

The  principle  upon  which  a  Classed  Catalogue  is  constructed, 
is  the  division  of  the  mass  of  human  knowledge  contained  in 

printed  books,  into  the  most  natural  large  and  distinct  heads ; 
each  being  subdivided  into  such  smaller  sections  as  may  com- 
prise every  variety  of  subject,  at  the  same  time  that  they  are 
entirely  independent  of  each  other.  The  proper  characteristics 
of  such  an  arrangement,  are  a  facility  and  a  convenience  of  re- 
finrence,  and  a  simplidty  of  classification,  in  the  number  and 
distinctness  of  the  chief  departments  and  subdivisions :  and  in 
forming  such  a  Catalogue  the  principal  design  is,  to  enable  all  who 
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consult  it  readily  to  find  either  any  particular  work^  or  the 
oMUhwrs  upon  any  particular  ;  as  well  as  to  furnish  a  clear 
view  of  the  contents  of  the  collection.  At  the  Gommenceinent  of 

the  present  volume  will  be  found  a  Synoptical  Tkble  of  the  several 
Cla^sLs  into  which  this  Library  and  Catalot»:ue  are  divided: 
the  order  of  which  is  a  simplification  of  tlie  best  arraugements 
now  employed,  aud  the  perusal  of  which  will  at  once  convey  a 
perfect  conception  of  the  method  adopted  in  the  systematic 
distrihution  of  a  large  collection  of  boolis.  The  manner  in  which 
the  various  dasses  are  placed  in  tiie  Library  of  the  London  Insti- 
tution, is  exhibited  in  the  annexed  Description  of  l^ie  Engraved 
Plans  of  the  Edifice ;  in  which  als(»  are  noticed  the  situations 
of  some  of  the  subdivisions  and  introductory  woriis.  For  the 
convenience  of  those  readers,  however^  to  whom  the  alphabeti- 
cal order  in  a  catalogue  is  still  the  most  easy  of  consultation^— 
a  copious  Index  of  Autiiors'  Names  and  Worics  is  attached  to 
the  end  of  the  second  of  these  volumes ;  together  witii  another 
Index  containing  the  titles  of  Anonymous  Books,  and  of  the 
many  Uiiferent  subjects  of  which  some  account  is  to  be  found 
in  the  Library  of  this  Establishment.
